Sj] Hereas We have beeninformed, that diverſe of Our loving Subjefts, who 
have been travelling from Our Weſterne Counties, and other parts of 
Our Kingdome to Qur City of London with Clothes, Goods, and other 
Metrchandize, have been of late ſtopped and interrupted intheirTournies, 
and other Clothes, Wares, and Merchandize have beentaken or detained 
trom them, whereby the ſeaſon and benefit of their Markets have been 
Al loſtto them, and conſidering, that if the ſame Licence and Courſe ſhall 
be ſtill taken'and held that the damage and miſchief thereof will not on- 
ly fall upon Places and Perſons diſaffeted toVs, butupon very many of 
Our good and loving Subjects of all parts, and that thereby the generall 
Trade and Commerce ofthe Kingdom (which We have alwayes, and do 
deſire to advance tothe utmoſt of Our Power) will ina ſhort time decay, and the poore People, wan- 
ting work, be brought to Penury and Famine. Wee are gratiouſly pleaſed to declare, and doe hereby 
will and require all the Officers and Souldiers ofOur Army, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters 
whatſoever, that from henceforth they giue no ſtop or interruption to any of Our loving Subjets,as they 
travell coOur City of London with any. Clothes, Wares, or other Merchandize, but that they ſuffer them, 
and ſuch their Clothes, Wares, and Merchandize freely and peaceably to paſſe withoutany ler, trouble, 
or moleſtation whatſoever. And We doe hereby promiſe and aſlure all Our loving Subjects, that if they 
ſhall henceforth ſuffer by any Souldiers of Our Armyin this Caſe, and ſhall not upon Complaint to the 
chief Officers of Our Army where ſuch damage is ſuffered, receive luſtice and Reparation for the damage 
they ſuſtaine, upon complaintmadeto Vs We will take ſpeedy care for the fevere andexemplary puniſh- 
ment of che Offendors, and for the tull ſatisfaction ofthe Parties grieved and injured. |
